Chemistry Leaders Also Told 
U. S. Near Independence 
as to Nitrogen. 


WIZARDS UTILIZE WASTE 


Swampscott, Mass., Sept. 12 (A.P.).— 
The United States within a few weeks 
will have sufficient chemical works to 
make all its own nitrogen for explosives 
in war, and it is approaching the time 
when the husks and waste parts of 
plant foods will be made into palatable 
dishes. 

These were the two high spots of the 
advances, credited to chemistry at the 
scientific session of the American 
Chemical Society today. Tonight 
chemistry’s contribution to human wel- 
fare was summed up in the annual ad- 
dress of the president of the society, 
Prof. Samuel W. Parr, of the University 
of Illinois. 

“There is no other field of research,” 
he said, “which has. to the same de- 
| gree potential contrfbution to human 
| welfare as the field of chemistry. 
: el on foot in chrome- 
tanned shoes and rayon stockings or 
roll to work on rubber wheels and con- 
crete roads, we travel by chemical 
grace and good will. If we land in the 
hospital, the chemist has anticipated 
our coming and is there before us with 
remedial agents. 


All-Importance of Chemistry. 

“Chemistry affects every phase of 
our daily living, in matters of sanita- 
tion, health, food, clothing, art, comfort 
of living, transportation and conserva- 
tion. 

“The output of chemical products 
in this country alone has advanced 
from an insignificant sum 50 years ago 
to over $2,000,000,000 annually. The 
scientific research run into hundreds 
of millions of dollars.” 

The announcement of the United 
States’ ability to supply its own ex- 
plosives for war was made by William 
Haynes, of New York, chairman of the 
symposium on nitrogen So tremen- 
dous has been the development of 
synthetic nitrogen, he said, the pro- 
duction already is two years ahead of 
next year’s requirements and _ that 
nitrogen works hove had to be scrapped 
six months after their building, be- 
cause of technical improvements. The 
result he foresees in cheaper fertilizer, 
to

for an Aggressor. 

Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 12 (A.P.). 
The committee on legal and consti- 
tutional questions of the League of 
Nations today voted down a motion 
to include a reference to the Kellogg- 
Briand pact in its report to the as- 
sembly of the league. The motion was 
made’ by Finland, but opposition led 
by Italy, came from France, Greece, 
San Salvador and other countries. 

Those who argued against the mo- 
tion, which was merely a declaration 
that the pact had contributed to the 
extension of pacific methods for set- 
tling international -disputes, argued 
that the treaty was not in force and 
that it contained no system of pen- 
alties for an aggressor nation. 

Nicholas Politis, of Greece, who last 
week described the pact as “a great 
revolution,” said today that it gave 
no impulse toward arbitrary arbitra- 
tion. Vittorio Scialoja, of Italy, chair- 
man of the committee, said that the 
league must furnish some system of 
sanctions since nfmne was contained in 
the pact. 

The report, as finally adopted, calls 
attention to the importance of codi- 
fying international law to insure sat- 
isfactory operation of arbitration or 
other judicial procedure.

RADIO ALLOCATIONS. 


Washington has fared reasonably well in 


the reallocation plan announced by the Radio 
Commission. Station WRC will continue to 
operate on full time with its same power, 500 
watts, although it has been shifted from 640 
kilocycles to 950 kilocycles. Station WTFF 
will continue with 10,000 watts upon practi- 
cally its present frequency. WRHF, a part- 
time station, will continue with 150 watts, but 
upon a frequency of 1,270 kilocycles. WMAL, 
however, has had its power cut from 500 to 
250 watts and must divide time with station 
WDEL, at Wilmington, Del. The new sched- 
ule goes into effect November 11. 

With the exception of WMAL, Washington 
stations are satisfied with their new assign- 
ments. Under the law, the District of Colum- 
bia is entitled to considerably less than one 
full-time channel. The commission’ realized, 
- however, that the National Capital was en- 
_ . etitled t greater representatioh on the air than 
- this, hence it made arrangements whereby the

POLICE REFORM NEEDED. 

During June, July and August, 28,326 ar- 
rests were made by the local police force, as 
compared with 22,950 during the correspond- 
ing period of last year. ‘An increase in arrests 
can be explained in one of two ways: Either 
there was more law-breaking this summer than 
last, or the Police Department was more vigi- 
lant. In view of the present police situation 
the Washington public will not be inclined to 
accept the latter explanation. If crime has 
become more prevalent the public will not be 
willing to sit inactively back, particularly in 
view of the fact that until the Police Depart- 
ment muddle is straightened out Washington 
will be considered a favored stamping ground 
by the criminally inclined. 

Publication of the summer arrest statistics 
emphasizes the need for Police Department re- 
form. Thus far the only effort toward rees- 
tablishing morale and discipline has been that 
of the Commissioners, who some days ago re- 
organized the trial board.

IN EXPERTS. 


A week ago, somewhat testily, Mayor Walker 
told a meeting of leading New Yorkers that 
the metropolitan traffic problem never would 
b& solved by building bridges, constructing 
by-passes or sinking tubes at random. It may 
be that there is need of a Richmond-Brooklyn 
tube, a Spuyten Duyvil tube and a vehicular 
tunnel running the length of Manhattan, he 
said, but what New York most needs is a 
conrprehensive study of the ‘traffic situation by 
competent engineers who can make recom- 
mendations for, solution of the problem as a 
whole. It is likely that New York will have 
to spend $500,000,000 for traffic relief and the 
public will have to decide whether it is willing 
to meet this expense by assessing itself tolls, 
or whether the improdvements must wait until 
the city is able to finance them. 

It now develops that Mayor Walker is cast- 
ing about for engineers for such a committee. 
It seems likely that a body of such standing 
that its recommendations will carry instant 
conviction to the public will be formed shortly. 

This is, of course, the only logical method 
of approach in dealing with a problem as com- 
plex as traffic. In some cities traffic conges- 
tion becomes great at a certain intersection 
and an expensive improvement is undertaken 
for its relief. By the time it is finished con- 
gestion has so increased elsewhere that the 
improvement affords little relief. 

The, American people are realizing that the 
employment of an expert in matters of every 
sort is true economy and that municipal prob- 
lems are interrelated. Thus far only a few 
communities have carried their new knowledge 
to the full limit of its application. Generally 
speaking, millions of dollars are hopelessly 
wasted each year that might be saved if experts 
were called into consultation.

THE SUBMARINE “LUNG.” 


The Navy's newly developed submarine es- 
cape apparatus has proved its value under a 
gruelling test. Several days ago Lieut. C. B. 
Momsen and Joseph Eiben and Edward Kalo- 
niski, divers, were lowered in a diving bell to 
the bottom of Chesapeake Bay off Barren Is- 
land. Through 155 feet of water each in turn 
came to the surface, the “lung” providing him 
with ample air. None of the three experienced 
discomfort except for a slight dryness of the 
throat. 

The submarine escape apparatus promises 
to play an important part in future submarine 
disasters. Developed after 40 years’ research, 
it combines the advantages of light weight 
and quick and easy application with reliability 
and mechanical precision. The tests have been 
made under ideal conditions, of course, and 
it has not yet been demonstrated that the 
device will prove effective in all emergencies. 
Nevertheless, the Navy is said to be entirely 
satisfied with its operation in deep water, 

The “lung” is not’a panacea for the relief of 
those involved in submarine crashes, It is 
not possible to exist indefinitely, for example, 
upon the air furnished through the “lung,” 
in a flooded compartment. There must be 
facilities for escape from the hull to make the 
apparatus practicable, and in several of the 
recent disasters the escape hatches and cham- 
bers have been put out of commission. In 


‘addition, if the apparatus is to save lives, 


there must be. rescue vessels awaiting those 
who come up from the depths. A man who 
has come to the surface, breathing through 
the lung, is in no fit physical condition to swim 
about awaiting rescue. : 

As soon as reconditioning of the S-4 has 
been completed further tests of the “lung” 
will be undertaken under actual operating 
conditions. If these tests are successful the 
apparatus will be adopted for general sub- 
marine use. It will take another disaster, 
however, to demonstrate conclusively whether 


or not the “lung’, constitutes a real step for-

PADLOCKED. 


UNCLE SAM, PHILATELIST, 
In 1921 the Govesnment established 
the Postoffice Depart- 
ment for stamp collectors. Since then 
that service has grown to amazing 
proportions, so that Uncle Sam sud- 
denly finds himself one of the big 
philatelic dealers, 

This special agency acts aS a con- 
necting link between stamp collectors 
and the Federal postoffice, says the 
Anderson Herald. It distributes special 
issues of stamps. It accepts and fills 
orders for “first day covers,” which 
means envelopes bearing cancelled 
stamps and marks showing they were 
mailed on the first day those particular 
stamps were available, 

First day covers for new air mail 
routes are especially popular just now. 
There were 200,000 of them when 
Lindbergh, for one day, flew the mail 
on his old route between St. Louis and 
Chicago. There were 7,000 orders for 
such envelopes and stamps when there 
was a recent new air mail issue. )

THE DAWES PLAN. 

The fifth year of the operation of the 
Dawes plan began on September 1, and 
within the next twelve 
many will be called upon for the first 
time to make the standard annual pay- 


imately $600,000,000. This is an in- 
crease of 42 per cent over the payments 


of the year just closed. Payments dur- 
'ing the past year were made promptly, 
| says the New York World. 


This was 
expected, inasmuch as the byrden on 
the budget was only 90,000,000 marks 
greater than in the preceding year. In 
the coming year, however, the charge 
on the budget will Jump from 500,000,- 
000 to 1,250,000,000 marks. This repre- 
sents roughly a tax of $25 on very 
German family. 

Experts disagree as to Germany's 
ability to meet such a levy. It is posri- 
ble that such a sum can be raised this 
year, but whether this can be done 
year after year without an impairment 
of the German economic structure is 
another matter. Obviously, if the pay- 
ments have that effect they will defeat 
their own purpose. 

S. Parker Gilbert, the agent general 
for reparations, on several occasions 


has expressed his confidence in the. 


ability of Germany to make the stand- 
ard payment this vear, but at the same 
time he has emphasized the need of 
fixing the total reparation payments at 
a definite sum. The existing arrange- 
ment was never intended to be perma- 
nent. The scale of payments, increas- 
ing steadily over a period of five years, 
was only a temporary device for quiet- 
ing the reparation controversy and giv- 
ing Germany a chance to regain her 
feet economically. Even if Germany 
can make the huge payments promptiy 
this year, and their transfer can be 
made without upsetting the exchanges, 
the fundamen roblem of fixing the 
total payments will still await solution,

INFANTILE PARALYSIS INCREASE, 


4ERE was more than the usual 

amount of infantile paralysis in 

1927. If this disease follows the 
rule the prevalence of the disease last 
year seeded the country and we can 
expect more than an average prevalence 
between now and Thanksgiving. This 
should put everybody on guard. Parents 
should recognize the symptoms which 
should cause infantile paralysis to be 
suspected. Any sick child with a little 
fever, and a minor bowel disorder, who 
cries and seems to be in pain when 
held in the lap or handled should be 
suspected of having infantile paralysis. 
Physicians should be on their guard 
that they may not diagnose an early 
case of infantile paralysis as malaria, 
diarrhea, bowel complaint or _ sore 
throat. 

A serum for the treatment of in- 
fantile paralysis is available but it is 
useless unless it is given early. Infantile 
paralysis can be diagnosed before there 
is any paralysis. The symptoms are: A 
mild fever with a rapid pulse, rigidity 
of the neck and spine, pain in the neck 
or back if an effort is made to bend 
the body. There may be some slight 
bowel disorder, or a temporary sore 
throat, or the fever may pass off, stay 
away a few days, and then come again. 

The above symptoms should cause 
something more than a suspicion of the 
disease and an examination of the 
spinal fluid should be made. Evidence 
of paralysis may not develop for a 
week, and evidence of wasting of 
muscles for several weeks. 

A number of years ago, Dr. E. C. 
Rosenow developed a curative serum 
which was to be given during the period 
of fever and before the appearance of 
any paralysis. This serum has been 
in somewhat wide use for about twelve 
years. Drs. Aycock and Luther have 
had a considerable experience with an- 
other serum in Massachusetts for & year 
or more. 

Drs. Flexner and Steward, of Ne\ 
York, advocate the use of a protective 
vaccine among children of a community 
during the prevalence of an epidemic 
of infantile paralysis. For a vaccine 
they use blood serum taken from per- 
sons convalescent from the disease. 
They inject from one-third to two- 
thirds of an ounce of the serum into 
the muscles This injection is sup- 
posed to confer a passing immunity. 
Just how long it lasts is not known but 
the recommendation is that if the epl- 
demic continues to rage the children 
shall be revaccinated at the end of four 
to six weeks. At the end of the first 
vaccination a second vaccination should 
continue the protection beyond the end 
of the epidemic.

Ride Down East River 
Daily From Homes on 
Long Island Sound—Dis- 
play at Times Gorgeous. 

N private yacht from country 

homes on Long Island Sound to 
offices in Wall street is the daily custom 
of dozens of New York's men of means. 

But the other morning a vessel rode 

down East River toward the Battery 50 

gleaming white and so majestic with 

its pennants flying in the sun that even 
the waterfront workers accustomed to 
such sights paused to gaze. 

The proud craft slowed its pace, and 
onto the lower deck came the captain, 
pompous and splendid in a gold-braid- 
ed uniform.

At first glance this looks like the Big 
Dipper turned upside down but it ts 
really the star group of Perseus. 


The stars of Pegasus are not far from 
the center of the sky. At 9 o'clock 
(standard time) you may be able to see 
them a little southeast of overhead. 

At first glance, you may .think you 
are seeing the Big Dipper, but careful 
watching will show that you are wrong. 
The brightef stars of Pegasus do form 
a rather good dipper, but the cup part 
is more like a square. The stars in 
the “cup” seem farther apart than those 
of the Big Dipper cup. 

I hope that you have searched the 
western sky for Mercury and Venus. 
Remember that Mercury is to be seen 
Only in the twilight, seldom more than 
an hour after sunset. Even then, it Is 
hard to find. Venus Is brighter than 
Mercury, and may be seen after dark. 
Jupiter is now a bright light in the 
eastern sky, rising about 8:30 p. m., 
standard time. ,

OW eager a little child 
H school! He has learned 

C’s and can recite glibly numer- 
ous nursery rhymes, and perhaps even 
can count to 100 or more. And now 
school has begun! How delighted he ts 
to get there. And in the majority of 
cases the longer he is in it the more 
anxious he will be to get out of iit. 

What happens in the meantime to 
change the youngster’s point of view? 

That’s a question over which many 
educators have pondered. Extracts from 
letters two mothers have written me in- 
dicate one trend: 

“My little boy of 6 persisted in rolling 
his pencil up and down the desk. His 
teacher said, ‘Johnny, teacher feels 
she should hit those naughty hands 
with this pencil (holding up her 
pencil).’ Johnny thereupon grabbed the 
pencil and broke it in a flash. Teacher 
then said, ‘We will have to put you in 
the cupboard. When little boys can’t 
be good they have to go to jail.” Then 
Johnny doubled his fists, hit her and 
hung on to his desk, but she finally 
succeeded in getting him penned up in 
the dark closet.” 

Shades of days 
long since gone. 

Here is the other: 

“Willie’s teacher said if he didn’t get 
his written work in arithmetic done he 
would have to stay alone in the school- 
house that night to do it. So he did it 
without being told. But a day or two 
later he decided he would try out the 
idea she had suggested, so he refused 
to do his work in school hours. Teacher 
locked the door and apparently went 
away leaving Willie alone screaming for 
all he was worth. He nearly went into 
spasms screaming—but he did his work. 
The teacher came back later to let 
him out.”

Dividends From Surplus. 


Since 1921 the company has paid 
7 per cent each year, having dipped 
into surplus to do so during the last 
three years to the tctal extent of $221,- 
000. The company still has a surplus 
of $1,227,304. During its 33 years of 
history the company has paid an aver- 
age dividend of 5.6 per cent. In 12 
of the 33 years it paid 6 per cent. 
From 1914 surplus mounted steadily 
from $151,490 to $1,528,484 in 1924, 
when drafts therefrom were made with 
which to keep the dividend rate con- 
stant at 7 per cent annually. 

Fleharty also brought out by his 
questions that if the company had 
resumed the 6 per cent rate of divi- 
dend in 1925 it would not have needed 
to draw on surplus until 1927 and 
then only to the extent of $12,500. 

“What is the condition of the credit 
of your company now as compared with 
1922?” Fleharty asked Hanna. 

“Not so good,” said Hanna, “because 
we are not earning so much.” 

Fleharty then brought out that 
market quotations on Capital Traction 
stock a week ago were 103, whereas 
they were 95 in 1922. He also elicited 
answers containing the information 
that .the company owes no money to 
banks and faces no immediate need of 
borrowing any. He also brought out 
that the company, December 31, 1927, 
had a depreciation reserve of $3,284,000. 


Bus Arguments Heard. 


In the afternoon the rate hearing 
was suspended to hear arguments on 
two related matters pertaining to bus 
operation. Citizens of Hillcrest had 
petitioned to be relieved of having to 
pay an additional fare at Pennsylvania 
avenue and Thirtieth street southeast 
instead of being permitted to travel all 
the way downtown for one carfare. 

The Capital Traction Co. had peti- 
tioned to be permitted to place a 
charge of 2 cents for each transfer on 
the Randle Highlands bus line for 
passengers from street cars. at Pennsyl- 
vania avenue and Seventeenth street 
southeast. 

Hanna offered to compromise and 
take off the extra fare on the Hillcrest 
line if permitted to charge for trans- 
fers to the Randle Hignlands line. The 
Hillcrest citizens agreed, but the 
Randle Highlands folk protested. The 
commission reserved its decision. 

The rate hearing will be resumed at 
10 a. m. today.

CONTEST REBUFFED 
IN CAPITAL GHOULS 


Board of Education Indicates 
It Will Closely Restrict 
Such Competitions. 


TRANSFERS OF MANY 
TEACHERS APPROVED 


Municipal Architect Is Asked 
to Proceed With Various 
Building Works. 


The Board of Education meeting yes- 
terday failed to give any encouragee- 
ment to the societies and individuals 
wishing to sponsor essay contests 
among the school children of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

In response to two letters proposing 
essay contests, the board ordered copies 
of the regulations governing such 
contests be forwarded to the writers 
with the notation that all essay cone 
tests must “conform to the require- 
ments.”’ 

George Richards, president of the 
Sons of the Revolution, and Dr. Frank 
Martin, president of the Gorgas Socle 
ety, were the authors of the two proe 
posals submitted to the board yestere- 
day. The essay proposed by Mr. Riche 
ards would have dealt with a patriotie 
subject, and that of Dr. Martin with 
health. 

Such essays, it was pointed out, are 
splendid, but the outline for the work 
in the classes this year has been 
mapped out and it would be inadvis- 
able to alter them The regulations

On his Sixty-eighth birthday today, 
Gen. John J. Pershing will receive from 
Secretary of War Davis this morning, 
at 11 o'clock, decorations and awards 
conferred on him since the World War, 


‘and held in custody of the State De- 


partment until recently authorized for 
distribution by an act of Congress. The 
presentation will take place in Secre- 


tary Davis’ office in the State, War and | 


Navy building. 

The awards consist of the decoration 
and diploma of the Order of the White 
Lion, class one, conferred by the Presi- 
dent of the Czechoslovakian govern- 
ment, September 14, 1926; a medal 
commemorative of the First Centenary 
of the Battle of Ayachucho, conferred 
by the President of Peru, December 2, 
1925; a decoration and diploma for the 
Knight Commiander’s Cross of the 


Order of Virtuti Militari, conferred by | 


the President of Poland, April 29, 1925, 
and the Venezuelan decoration, “Bust 
of the Liberator,” two lapel buttons, 
and an album of photographs confer- 
red by the President of Venezuela, 
July 2, 1925. 

Prior to recent authorization by Con- 
gress, military officers were prohibited 
from accepting any decoration from a 
foreign country by article 1, section 9, 
clause 8, of the Constitution, which 
specifies that “no person holding any 
office of profit or trust under the 
United States shall, without the con- 
sent of Congress, accept any emolu- 
ment, office, or title of any kind what- 
ever from any king, prince, or foreign 
state.” | ‘
